ERIC Pickles has agreed 
to “call in” the controver¬ 
sial planning application at 
Hatchfield Farm after a plea 
by key figures from the rac¬ 
ing industry and local MP 
Matthew Hancock. 

The decision by Mr Pickles, 
Secretary of State for Com¬ 
munities and Local Govern¬ 
ment, means he will have the 
final say on the 400-home 
application after a “local in¬ 
quiry”. 

A spokeswoman for Lord 
Derby, who is behind the 
proposal, which has been re¬ 
duced from 1,200 houses af¬ 
ter an earlier plan was called 
in and rejected, said they 
were “surprised” and “disap¬ 
pointed” by the decision. 

She said: “This is a blow to 
all of those people who need 
homes in Newmarket and 
the many who have contact¬ 
ed us to give their support in 
the past week. 

“Newmarket is about peo¬ 
ple as well as horses - both 
need to be accommodated in 
the town. 

“We are confident that an 
independent planning in¬

spector will recognise the 
benefits of the scheme and 
the need for local housing 
in the context of the thriving 
horse racing industry.” 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock wrote to Eric Pick¬ 
les last week to ask for the 
application to be called in.

tional significance” and 
therefore merited the deci¬ 
sion, announced last Friday 
Mr Hancock said: “I am de¬ 
lighted the planning applica¬ 
tion on Hatchfield Farm has 
been called in. 

“This is very positive news 
for both Newmarket and the 
racing industry as a whole. 

“This means the proposal 
to build on the land can be 
thoroughly scrutinised, tak¬ 
ing into account the national 
importance of Newmarket 
and the impact the housing 
development could have on 
the horse racing industry”

“It probably means waiting 
quite a long time. 

“I’m obviously pleased it’s 
been called in but what hap¬ 
pens now - we just have to 
wait and see.” 

In the letter confirming the 
application would be decid¬ 


ed by Mr Pickles it states he 
is particularly interested in 
“whether the proposal may 
have significant long term 
impacts on economic growth 
and meeting housing needs”. 

A date has not yet been set 
for the inquiry to begin.

A SPRINKLING of Hollywood glamour 
has come to Newmarket. 

The town’s High Street now boasts its 
own Legends of the Turf feature - the 
equivalent of the Hollywood Walk of 
Fame. 

The project, which first came 
about around two 
years ago, has 
seen six com¬ 
memorative pav¬ 
ing slabs being laid to 
recognise the significant 
contributions of people and 
horses to Newmarket’s horse 
racing heritage. 

The six slabs laid are in 
honour of Frankel, Hyperion, 

Fred Archer, Lester Piggott, 

Sir John Astley and Sir Henry 
Cecil. They were officially 
unveiled to the public out¬ 
side The Jockey Club last 
Wednesday. 

New¬ 
market’s 
Mayor, Cllr 
Rachel Hood, 
said: “Newmarket 
is a unique and historic 
town and is known for that 
not just locally but across 
the world. 

“The Legends of the 
Turf project has been 
in the pipeline for quite 
some time and is a real 
community project, so it 
is fantastic to finally see it 
come to fruition. 

“I think it’s a tremendous pro¬ 
ject. It not only recognises the 
legendary figures, racehorses 
and benefactors of our town’s 
racing industry but I think it’ll 
be a real talking point for res¬ 
idents and visitors.” 

The first six slabs were 
voted for by the commu¬ 
nity in three different cat-

egories - horses, jockeys and ‘other racing 
personalities’. 

From 2015 onwards, three additional 
paving slabs will be laid each year, nomi¬ 
nated and voted for by the 
public. 

A booklet will also 
be produced with in¬ 
formation on all of the 
characters honoured and 
details of other historical fea¬ 
tures of the town. 

Mick Cousins, who lives in Ch- 
eveley and who was outside The 
Jockey Club before the formal 
unveiling, said: “I think it’s a 
wonderful idea. 

“It’s important to recog¬ 
nise Newmarket’s horse 
racing industry at every op¬ 
portunity, and this is certainly 
a quirky way of doing so.” 

Josie Peckham, from Newmar¬ 
ket, added: “It’s really fun. I’ve 
seen the Hollywood Walk of Fame 
and I’d like to think we’ll soon 
have something similar in New¬ 
market.” 

The project has been made 
possible by funding and as¬ 
sistance from Suffolk County 
Council, Forest Heath District 
Council and Newmarket Town 
Council, and by donations 
from local individuals 
and organisa¬ 
tions.

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Jigsaw champion from Chelmsford unseated by Norwich newcomer 


THE British Jigsaw Championships 
were held in a Newmarket church last 
weekend, with the winner finishing a 
1,000-piece puzzle in under two hours. 

The reigning champion, Emma 
Jenkinson, who came up to defend her 
title from Cheltenham, was beaten by 
Sarah Mills from Norwich. 

Ms Mills completed the puzzle in 118 
minutes with Ms Jenkinson just 17 
minutes behind. 

The event was organised to raise 


money for St Mary’s Church and was 
part of a five-day festival. 

Over 150 jigsaws were on display in 
the church, including an epic 8,000- 
piece recreation of the Sistine Chapel 
ceiling which took five weeks to finish. 

Church Warden Janet Ramsay-Helie, 
of Derby Way, said: “We’ve got mem¬ 
bers of the congregation making them 
and quite a nice group of people out¬ 
side, about eight or 10, who don’t come 
to the church who do these for us all 


through the year which is great.” 

Now in its second year the competi¬ 
tion and Jigsaw Festival was inspired 
by a similar event on the Isle of Wight, 
seen by another one of the organisers 
while she was visiting the church her 
grandparents got married in. 

A team of volunteers have moved the 
church pews into groups and built sev¬ 
eral huge tables by balancing card¬ 
board on top of them. 

These giant “tables” are then covered 


in jigsaws. Next year they hope to 
attach them to the church pillars as 
well. The event ran from Saturday to 
Thursday. 

Ms Ramsey-Helie said: “Saturday and 
Sunday were busy. People have been 
coming in and buying five or six jig¬ 
saws.” 

Last year the event raised £2,000. 

This year Coiled Spring Games provid¬ 
ed many of the jigsaws and paid half of 
the prize money to the winner. 


Politicians 
want official 
Gypsy and 
Traveller sites 

THREE short-stay camp sites 
for Gypsies and Travellers 
should be introduced to stop 
“unauthorised and random” 
encampments springing up 
in Suffolk, politicians have 
said. 

Cllr Mark Bee, Suffolk 
County Council’s leader, 
said: “It’s quite clear that 
we do not, currently, have 
a long-term solution to the 
issue of illegal Gypsy and 
Traveller encampments in 
Suffolk and that something 
needs to be done about it.” 

Since 2007, 210 unathor- 
ised camps have been set up 
in Suffolk, the equivalent to 
10 years of unlawful stop¬ 
ping. 

A public consultation on 
the location of the sites will 
begin once potential sites are 
identified. 

Cllr Bee, who was Speak¬ 
ing on behalf of the leaders of 
Suffolk’s eight councils and 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Tim Passmore, added: 
“Suffolk needs a long-term 
solution to the issue of illegal 
gypsy and traveller encamp¬ 
ments and with short-stay 
stopping sites, we feel that 
we may have the answer.” 


Gang who stole 
from 56 schools 
are locked up

COURT REPORTER 


THREE men who admitted 
stealing £200,000 worth of 
computer equipment from 
schools across Suffolk and 
Essex have been jailed. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard 56 schools were tar¬ 
geted following detailed re¬ 
search by the gang into the 
location of IT departments 
and security arrangements. 

Moulton Primary School 
was one of those raided and 
the gang made off with 15 
laptops. 

The court heard that oth¬ 
ers were believed to have 
been involved in the night¬ 
time raids but they have 
never been caught. 

Appearing in court last Fri¬ 
day were Christopher Kerr, 
25, of Halstead Road, and 
Liam Cook, 26, of Bushell 
Way, Frinton-on-Sea, Essex 
and Francis Wilding, 22, of 
Broadway, Jaywick, who all 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy 


to commit burglary between 
August 2012 and May 2013. 

Kerr admitted involvement 
in 16 raids, Cook five and 
Wilding 28. Prosecutor Mar¬ 
tin Mulgrew described the 
three as “professional bur¬ 
glars” and said that “hours of 
school work had been lost”. 

They raided 31 schools in 
Suffolk and 25 in Essex. 

None of the 300 computers 
stolen have been recovered. 

The court heard that the 
gang caused more than 
£37,000 of damage by forc¬ 
ing open school windows. 

Defence lawyers said 


Wilding had acted out of 
character and had expressed 
remorse while Kerr claimed 
he was only involved for 
a limited period of four 
months and was ashamed of 
what he had done. 

Cook admitted helping 
move computers from the 
schools but said some of the 
internet searches for details 
of schools he carried out 
were innocently on behalf of 
his young children. 

Wilding and Kerr were 
each jailed for five years and 
four months and Cook for 
three years and four months.

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Bird strike caused fatal 
helicopter crash - report 


■ JORDAN DAY 

A US military helicopter 
which came down on the 
North Norfolk coast, killing 
four crew members, crashed 
as a result of bird strikes, of¬ 
ficials have said. 

The HH-60 Pave Hawk 
helicopter, operating out of 
RAF Lakenheath, crashed 
near Cley next the Sea on 
January 7 during a routine 
training exercise. 

On Wednesday (July 9), the 
US Air Force (USAF) issued 
the findings of its investiga¬ 
tion, saying Brigadier Gen¬ 
eral Jon Norman, president 
of the inquiry’s board, had 
“found clear and convincing 
evidence that multiple bird 
strikes caused the mishap by 
rendering the pilot and co¬ 
pilot unconscious and disa¬ 
bling the trim and flight path 
stabilisation system”. 

Captains Christopher S. 
Stover and Sean M. Ruane, 
technical sergeant Dale E. 
Mathews and staff sergeant 
Afton M. Ponce all died 
when the helicopter came 
down on marshland near 
the village at about 6.05pm. 

All were serving with 56th 
Rescue Squadron, 48th 
Fighter Wing, which carries 
out search and rescue op¬ 
erations. 

The report, compiled by 
the Accident Investigation 
Board, explained that the 
purpose of the training mis¬ 
sion was to recreate a night¬ 
time rescue scenario involv¬ 
ing a downed F-16 pilot. 

It read: “A flock of geese 



took flight from Cley Marsh¬ 
es, likely startled by the 
noise of the approaching 
helicopters, and struck the 
MA (mishap aircraft). 

“At least three geese pen¬ 
etrated the windscreen, 
rendering the mishap pilot 
and mishap co-pilot un¬ 
conscious, and at least one 
goose struck the mishap 
aerial gunner in the perfor¬ 
mance of special mission 
aviator duties, rendering the 
mishap aerial gunner un¬ 
conscious. 

“In addition, at least one 
goose hit the nose of the MA, 
disabling the trim and flight 


path stabilisation systems.” 

With the pilot and co-pilot 
unconscious and stabilisa¬ 
tion systems disabled, the 
helicopter’s control stick 
would have moved random¬ 
ly, the report adds. 

As a result the helicopter 
banked to the left and, un¬ 
able to lift vertically, hit the 
ground within about three 
seconds of being hit by the 
geese. 

The report added that 
as well as the loss of life, 
the crash cost the US Gov¬ 
ernment an estimated at 
40,302,061 dollars (£23.5 
million).

Dr Myles Bradbury, 41, of 
Herringswell, near Newmarket, 
did not enter a plea when he 
appeared at Cambridge Crown 
Court last Friday to answer 
11 charges - alleged to have 
occurred while he worked 
at Addenbrooke’s. He was 
suspended from Addenbrooke’s 
nine months ago. 

House fire 

A HOUSE caught fire in 
Newmarket on Sunday. 

Half of the ground floor of the 
house in Bill Rickaby Drive was 
on fire, but no-one was hurt. 

Fire fighters were called after 
smoke was seen coming from 
the roof at about 10am.

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Drivers 
stopped in 
campaign 

THOUSANDS of drivers 
have been stopped by offic¬ 
ers as part of a campaign to 
tackle drink driving. 

Motorists across Suf¬ 
folk and Norfolk have been 
pulled over and breatha¬ 
lysed throughout June - 
with 195 of them providing 
positive readings, or failing 
to give a specimen. 

A total of 3,526 people 
were stopped. 

Chief Inspector Chris 
Spinks, head of roads po¬ 
licing in Norfolk and Suf¬ 
folk, said: “I still find it hard 
to believe that people are 
prepared to risk their lives 
and those of others by get¬ 
ting behind the wheel after 
drinking alcohol. Put sim¬ 
ply - they are dicing with 
death. 

“Driving under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol or drugs 
impairs your judgement, 
making your reactions 
slower and therefore in¬ 
creases the chances of be¬ 
ing involved in a collision. 

“We target motorists all 
year round but this cam¬ 
paign allows us to focus at¬ 
tention on drink drivers.” 


Town to welcome group on 
100-mile trek for RSPCA

THE streets of Newmarket will 
play host to some very differ¬ 
ent pedestrians next month to 
raise money for the RSPCA. 

Scotch, a miniature Shetland 
pony and a donkey called Bar¬ 
ley will be taking their own¬ 
ers, Tiggy Bays-Griffiths and 
Chelsey Bailey on a 100-mile 
sponsored trek around East 
Anglia in the Great Felledge 
Funamble. 

The four travel from Need¬ 
ham Market in Suffolk to the 
Peterborough Showground, 
passing through Newmarket, 
in a seven-day challenge start¬ 
ing on Thursday, August 7. 

Tiggy was inspired to take 
on the challenge after rehom¬ 
ing Scotch from the RSPCA in 
2012 . 

Scotch was one of 15 ponies 
which was dumped by a rail¬ 
way line between Scunthorpe 
and Doncaster. 

One of the ponies had al¬ 
ready been killed by a train 
and two others had to be put 
down because their injuries 
were so bad.

Tiggy said: “I was so im¬ 
pressed with how Scotch had 
been cared for and how help¬ 
ful the Felledge Equine Centre 
staff were that I just wanted to 
do something to help the RSP¬ 
CA rehome more horses and to 
raise awareness of the scale of 
the horse crisis being faced by 
the country.” 

The pair hope to raise £5,000 
for the charity, who has more 
than 800 horses in its care 
needing homes. 

The RSPCA, together with 
other equine welfare chari¬ 
ties, estimate that about 6,500 
horses are at risk around Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

This is said to be because of 
a rise in feed prices and a mar¬ 
ket where horses can be sold 
for as little as £5, leaving many 
flygrazing or just abandoned.

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Why brave Archie has had 20 
operations by the age of four

Meet the four-year-old boy who’s had 20 operations since birth - 
including a seven-hour operation to break and rebuild his skull - but 
is still smiling. When it comes to bravery and determination, Archie 
Outlaw is proof that age is just a number. Lydia Fallon meets him 


IN a few months Archie Outlaw will line up at the 
gates of Burton End Primary School in Haverhill in 
his shiny new uniform. Bag in hand and smile on 
face, the four-year-old will be a bundle of excitement 
as he larks about with his friends. 

Mum Kelly, 32, will fill with pride as she watches on; 
not quite believing the day is finally here - or even 
that it’s come at all. 

Twenty operations - including one seven-hour 
surgery to break and rebuild his skull, a rare genetic 
syndrome and countless hospital visits (“It’s like a 
second home to him,” says Kelly), only tell half the 
story. Little Archie has battled against the odds his 
whole life, and for a long time Kelly feared he might 
never get the chance to experience the kind of things 
most children would take for granted. 

To see him now, a happy, healthy boy without a care 
in the world, it’s clear he’s come a very long way. “He’s 
come on leaps and bound and I’m over the moon that 
he is going to start school,” smiles Kelly, cuddling her 
son. “He still has a long way to go but he is finally 
discovering what being a four-year-old is all about.” 

She adds: “Everything that has happened to him he 
just takes it all in his stride. He will always try his very 
best and doesn’t give in easily, even when he can’t do 
something, he still remains upbeat and keeps 
smiling.” 

The Outlaws’ story began on May 6, 2010, when 
Archie - the couple’s first child together - was born by 
caesarean at West Suffolk hospital. Weighing 71b 
14oz, he was a healthy baby and Kelly and her 
husband Stephen couldn’t wait to bring their little 
boy home. “It’s amazing to become a parent,” says 
Kelly, remembering the moment. “It’s impossible to 
imagine what your life was like before; you can’t 
believe this person is part of you.” 

But their initial joy was short-lived, and it wasn’t 
long before they started to notice something wasn’t 
quite right. It started with a quiet knocking noise 
which Kelly occasionally heard in Archie’s breathing. 
Doctors said it was micrognathia (also known as 
small jaw) and told the couple he would be fine in 
time. But over the next few months Archie’s health 


began to deteriorate further. He was constantly in 
and out of hospital with a number of different 
conditions, including chest infections, pneumonia 
and bronchitis, and doctors eventually diagnosed 
him with a floppy larynx. It was far from the start 
they had wanted for their little boy. 

At around the same time, Kelly started to notice his 
head shape was changing too. She was, 
understandably, extremely worried. “His head was 
quite long and narrow with a cone- shaped 
appearance on the top,” Kelly explains. “The health 
assistant told me it was normal; she said it was ‘flat 
head’ and some time on his tummy should change it 
back.” 

That wasn’t the case. Archie’s head shape continued 
to change, becoming more and more noticeable the 
older he got. Anxious and confused, Kelly found 
herself constantly putting her son in hats to avoid the 
stares and questions from other mums. “As he got 
older, it got worse and you can see how narrow and 
cone-like his head was,” says Kelly, showing a picture 
on her phone. “It wasn’t so bad when he had long hair 
but when I used to cut it, people would stare because 
it was so lumpy and bumpy. 

“People would ask me what was wrong and I 
couldn’t even explain it; can you imagine not being 
able to explain your own child’s condition?” 

It was only when Archie was in hospital for a further 
respiratory problem that his head condition was 
finally diagnosed. “The doctor asked us what type of 
craniosynostosis he had, and we didn’t have a clue 
what he was talking about,” explains Kelly. “We were 
referred to Great Ormond Street Hospital and Archie 
was given a CT scan and other tests, and then we were 
told he had sagittal and metopic craniosynostosis.” 

A birth defect which fuses the skull together, 
craniosynostosis affects one in every 2,500 children 
and if left untreated can cause a whole range of 
problems. It’s a condition, Kelly says, which can be 
misdiagnosed and misunderstood. “It can be seen as 
cosmetic if it’s not causing any problems, but the 
thing is it can cause serious problems in the future 
and in some rare cases can be fatal,” she says. “It can 
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cause problems with hearing, eyesight loss, 
speech and development delay, breathing, 
seizures and increased pressure inside the skull 
causing permanent brain damage.” 

Fearing the worst, Archie was scheduled to 
have an operation to fix his skull, but when he 
was diagnosed with yet another potentially life- 
threatening condition, it was put on hold. Every 
day seemed to bring with it a new challenge to 
overcome. “His breathing hadn’t improved and 
they put a camera down his airway to 
investigate. This was when Archie was 
diagnosed with subglottic stenosis and we were 
told his airway was 50 per cent of the size it 
should be,” says Kelly. “They said this was much 
too small and he would need surgery to rebuild 
his windpipe using part of his rib to make it 
bigger.” 

Now nearly two, Archie had spent most of his 
life in and out of hospital. It was, Kelly concedes, 
a really difficult time. “The worst thing is when 
you have to take your child down to the 
anaesthetic room; even now that still gets me. 
While they are in the operating theatre and 
afterwards, I can cope with, but just 
seeing them petrified and 
trying to fight it, never gets 
any easier,” she says. 

How did they stay strong? 

“It’s always really scary, but 
I guess because he was our 
first born we didn’t really 
know any different. We were 
just thrown into it and that was all 
we knew,” Kelly muses. “What good does 
stressing about things do? It was Archie who 
was going through it all and keeping him 
positive, helped keep me positive.” 

Archie had surgery on his windpipe in 2012, 
but it didn’t go to plan. A few weeks later his 
windpipe collapsed due to an infection and an 
emergency tracheostomy had to be fitted. What 
followed was months of heartache. “It 
completely changed our lives,” Kelly remembers. 
“We had all these machines fitted in our house 
and both had to have specialist training on how 
to save Archie’s life; that’s the hardest thing, 
having to learn CPR for your own child. 

“Coping with him, as well as yourself, was 
really difficult, and I had no-one to take over. He 
was on 100 suctions a day at one point and I had 
to take him everywhere with me - even the 
toilet. 

“That whole year me and my husband didn’t 
get any time together, we didn’t even sleep in 
the same bed because I had to sleep next to 
Archie at night. It was really hard; I can’t even 
really explain how hard it was.” 

Slowly but surely Archie started to get better 
and was eventually strong enough to have the 
skull surgery, three years after he was first 
diagnosed. It was a gruelling seven-hour 
operation in which surgeons had to break and 
piece together his skull like a jigsaw, and then 
burn down the ridge on his forehead. 

“It was such a long wait. There were so many 
risks involved and just a day before the 
operation we were told that Archie’s case was 
quite unique because the veins in the back of his 
head were very large and there was a risk they 
could cut through them. If that had happened it 
would have been it for Archie. He wouldn’t have 
made it through the operation.” 


But thankfully the surgery went well, with only 
a scar revealing the extent of what he’d been 
through. “He has a zig zag scar across his whole 
head,” says Kelly, as Archie lifts up his hair to 
show me. “He loves showing people it!” 

Four months later, Archie was back in hospital 
again to have a second operation on his airway. 
This time it was a success and he was finally 
able to have his tracheostomy removed. At the 
same time it was confirmed Archie had a very 
rare syndrome called frontometaphyseal 
dysplasia, and it soon became clear this was 
most likely the cause of his many problems. 

The genetic syndrome causes abnormalities in 
skeletal development and other health issues, 
and affects just 35 people in the whole world. 
Doctors discovered Kelly had the syndrome too 
and had passed it on to Archie, without ever 
knowing. It must have been a shock to find out? 
“It was,” Kelly sighs. “It’s worse in boys than 
girls so that’s why it was never picked up in me. 

“I have so far found two families with it. One 
in America and one in the UK. Archie and the 
two boys look so alike and the mum in America 
is the spitting image of me. It was a really 
strange feeling seeing the pictures; 
you don’t feel like that uniqueness is 
there anymore.” 

Nearly a year on, Archie is now 
miles better, but with little known 
about the syndrome, Kelly admits 
the future is still uncertain. “We 
just take each day as it comes. Each 
day is precious, each child is different and 
every case is unique,” Kelly says. “We know 
there is a big chance his hearing is going to get 
worse and if he continues to grow so quickly his 
airway might narrow again. His head could 
refuse and he still has a feeding tube in his 
tummy, but we will just wait and see. 

“It’s amazing that he’s managed to get to a 
point where he can start school; if you’d have 
seen him three years ago you wouldn’t have 
believed it.” 

In light of everything they’ve been through, I 
wonder if the family’s outlook on life has 
changed? “Definitely,” says Kelly, without 
hesitation. “We no longer worry over silly things 
and it’s shown me how much I can give to 
others. I’ve always been a helpful person but I 
have never known just how much support I can 
give. I can be the mum Archie needs and still 
support other parents too.” 

The support Kelly speaks of is her Facebook 
group Cranio Ribbons. She was inspired to set it 
up after discovering a lack of awareness and 
support for parents of children with 
craniosynostosis. She’s raised thousands of 
pounds for charity, and it has, she says, given 
her strength during the toughest of times. “It 
keeps me going; I want to be strong for the other 
parents and it gives me the motivation to stay 
positive and pass that on.” 

But it’s Archie, Kelly says, who is - and always 
will be - her biggest inspiration. “He’s such a 
cheeky little boy, so caring and loving,” she 
smiles. “In hospital he takes toys to the other 
children and if he sees them crying he will go 
and give them a tissue. 

“I’m so proud of how he hasn’t let any of it 
affect him; he just carries on as normal, taking it 
ah in his stride. He’s an amazing, inspiring 
boy.” 
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School head 
praised for 
turn-around 


A PRIMARY school has been praised by 
Government inspectors for making “con¬ 
siderable improvements” in just over a 
year. 

When Ofsted visited the Weatheralls 
Primary School in Soham last February 
assessors called for urgent improve¬ 
ments, in particular to the quality of 
teaching. 

But now the school has been rated as 
‘good’ in all areas and inspectors have 
hailed head teacher, Chrissy Barclay, for 
driving up standards. 

They said: “The head teacher, together 
with other leaders and staff, has success¬ 
fully driven up improvement in teaching 
and achievement since the previous in¬ 
spection.

Mrs Barclay said: “I am absolutely de¬ 
lighted that the energy, hard work and 
commitment of children, staff and gov¬ 
ernors have been recognised by Ofsted 
and would like to thank them all, and our 
parents and carers, for their support in 
achieving a grade of‘good with outstand¬ 
ing features’. 

“We look forward now to moving 
ahead with our vision of ‘creating an in¬ 
spiring learning community which gives 
children the firm foundations and aspi¬ 
rations for a bright future.’”

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FRIDAY, July 18 will see the Cambridge Summer 
Music Festival's launch event take place at the 
University Church of St Mary's the Great, starring 
the dynamic Anglo-Irish Carducci String Quartet, 
who have electrified audiences worldwide with 
their thrilling playing. 

They'll perform their interpretation of two 
towering masterpieces from the quartet repertoire 
by Beethoven and Shostakovich, and will be joined 
by young clarinettist Timothy Orpen, for Mozart's 
Clarinet Quintet. 

This year the festival is marking the 100th 
anniversary of the start of the First World War, 
taking as its theme 'brief lives', featuring works 
by many composers and poets whose lives were 
affected by the Great War. The reflective tone is 
set by pianist Maria Marchant in her solo recital 
'Conflict and Memories' in a programme including 
Ravel's Le tombeau de Couperin - each movement 
is dedicated to a friend of the composer who 
was a war casualty. Also included are Debussy's 
Berceuse heroique (1914), which includes bugle 
fanfares calling soldiers to war, and his Elegie 
(1915), paying tribute to the women's war effort. 
On the first Sunday, the Festival Chorus 
concert welcomes singers from across East 
Anglia to perform at King's College Chapel 
under international choral conductor John 
Rutter. Faure's exquisite Requiem is the 
main item in the programme, which also 

features Vaughan Williams' other-worldly 
Serenade to Music, written just 
before the outbreak of Second 
World War, as well as Barber's 
Adagio. 

English baritone Roderick Williams 
and pianist Gary Matthewman present a recital 
of work by composers and poets whose lives

were touched - and in some cases destroyed - by 
the First World War: composers such as Elgar, 
Butterworth and Gurney; poets such as Rupert 
Brooke and Wilfred Owen. 

The concert explores contrasting themes, from 
the so-called 'nobility' of war, to the horror of life 
in the trenches. Among the works performed are 
Butterworth's poignant setting of A E Housman's 
cycle of poems A Shropshire Lad, made all the 
more affecting by the fact Butterworth was 
himself killed in action in France. 

Brooke, who died in Greece en route to Gallipoli 
in 1915, was an undergraduate at King's College 
and lodged for a time in Grantchester, where 
he wrote his famous poem The Old Vicarage, 
Grantchester. An illustrated talk about the poet 
will be given by Dame Mary Archer, who currently 
lives in the Old Vicarage. 

The festival also boasts an impressive line-up of 
stellar names, such as pianist Joanna MacGregor, 
playing the complete Goldberg Variations by JS 
Bach, as well as arguably the world's greatest 
oboist (and former BBC Young Musician of the 
Year) Nicholas Daniel, who brings his Haffner 
Wind Octet to play classical works by Schubert, 
Beethoven, Hummel and Mozart, alongside a 
contemporary piece by Jonathan Dove. 

Other top ensembles include festival favourites, 
the Aurora Orchestra, joined by Thomas Gould's 
new group Man Overboard, specialists in music 
from the sparkling swing era of the 1920s and 
30s. 

Another highlight of the first week will be the 
Mayor's Concert, given by jazz singer Jacqui 
Dankworth and friends. In a very special and 
intimate evening, Jacqui offers a selection of songs 
from her highly-praised album Live to Love, plus 
new material.

DAWN OF THE PLANET OF THE 
APES

BLENDING state-of-the-art special effects 
with an intelligent script, Dawn Of The 
Planet Of The Apes conjures two hours of 
animal magic that looks set to be crowned 
king of the blockbuster swingers. 

Tim Burton's abortive Planet Of The 
Apes is now a distant memory thanks 
to the 2011 revamp Rise Of The Planet 
Of The Apes and this superior sequel, 
which pushes the art of motion-capture 
performance to new limits. 

Andy Serkis' exemplary work as Caesar, 
the super-intelligent chimpanzee who 
leads the ape uprising, is the film's 
emotional heartbeat. 

His ability to convey the character's 
rage, despair and passion through 
movement and subtle gesture is 
breathtaking. 

Toby Kebbell is also compelling as 
Caesar's war-mongering rival, who 
believes the key to his species' survival is 
the extermination of humans. 

Mark Bomback, Rick Jaffa and Amanda 
Silver's script elegantly draws parallels 
between the feuding primates, juxtaposing 
tender scenes of parenting with bruising 
skirmishes that create divisions on both 
sides. 

Ten winters have passed since simian flu 
ravaged the globe. In the absence of law 
and order, basic resources such as water, 
food and electricity are dangerously 
depleted. 



One-time military man Dreyfus (Gary 
Oldman), who lost his entire family to the 
virus, leads survivors of the ALZ-II3 virus 
in San Francisco. 

He despatches a team led by family 
man Malcolm (Jason Clarke) to access the 
O'Shaughnessy Dam, which provides the 
city with electricity. 

In the forest that envelops the dam, the 
scouting party encounters apes led by 
Caesar, including his ambitious second-in- 
command Koba (Kebbell), impetuous son 
Blue Eyes (Nick Thurston) and Bornean 
orangutan Maurice (Karin Konoval). 

Malcolm's trigger-happy compatriot 
Carver (Kirk Acevedo) shoots one of the 
apes and the humans are banished to their 
stronghold. 

Once Dreyfus learns about the 
neighbouring ape community, he asks 
Malcolm and co to refrain from telling the 
other survivors. 

Malcolm realises that he must earn 


Caesar's trust to gain access to the dam so 
he prepares to return to the forest with 
wife Ellie (Keri Russell) and teenage son 
Alexander (Kodi Smith-McPhee). 

Dawn Of The Planet Of The Apes is a 
slick thrill ride with brains as well as 
brawn. 

The grim mood, which permeates the 
first half, leads to all-guns-blazing war 
and director Reeves orchestrates these 
brutal sequences with elan. 

Digital effects are jaw-dropping, giving 
birth to a realistic army of blood-thirsty 
apes who cram every chaotic, blood- 
spattered frame. 

The film's strong anti-gun message 
comes through loud and clear, but the 
appetite for destruction overpowers 
diplomacy. 

“I always think ape better than 
humans," laments Caesar as his dream of 
lasting peace founders. “I see now how 
like them we are."

Look out for 

butterflres 


SINCE creating a meadow area in his own back 
garden three years ago, Sir David Attenborough has 
enjoyed an influx of wildlife and is this year hoping 
to see a wide range of butterflies visiting it. 

"I have an area of meadow turf with a mown 
lawn walkway which winds its way through 
it and I see a number of 
different butterflies - meadow 
browns, cabbage whites and 
occasionally tortoiseshells. I 
haven't seen a red admiral for a 
number of years though, but I 
used to.” 

As president of the charity 
Butterfly Conservation, Sir 
David, pictured, will be taking 
part in this year's Big Butterfly 
Count, in which members of 
the public are asked to report 
sightings to give the charity a 
clearer picture of the nation's 
butterflies. This, in turn, gives us a view of the 
state of the countryside as a whole. 

Garden favourite the small tortoiseshell enjoyed 
its best year for a decade last summer, while 
peacocks, small and large white also had good 
years, but migrants including red admirals and 
painted lady struggled. 

"The count helps us a great deal," says Sir David. 
"It provides a recognition chart from a scientifically 


accurate, huge army of observers whose results can 
give you all kinds of important information. 

"What we know is that last year was a good 
year for butterflies in that a lot of species came 
back or increased in numbers, but the decline in 
British butterflies is still going on. Last year was an 
optimistic blip.” 

Three quarters of the UK's 
butterflies are in decline and one 
third are in danger of extinction, 
according to the charity. 

"This is bad news for 
butterflies and it is bad news for 
the UK's birds, bees, bats and 
other wildlife. Butterflies are 
a key indicator species of the 
health of our environment - if 
they are struggling, then many 
other species are struggling 
also,” says Sir David. 

"Butterflies are pollinators, 
pollinating the countryside. To have pollinators 
in the countryside means you have a healthy and 
renewing countryside. If you lose them, you will 
lose a great deal." 

Butterfly numbers have declined because the 
numbers of wild places left in the countryside 
have diminished as agriculture has become more 
efficient, he says. 

"But if you put together all our suburban

gardens, they form a huge area in the British 
landscape and they can help replace those wild 
places that agriculture has taken over." 

He says gardeners can all do their bit to help 
butterflies. "Gardeners can take a small patch of 
their cultivated, cosseted garden to go wild. You 
may not like nettles or brambles, but they provide 
food for quite a range of butterflies." 

Plants including buddleia, Verbena bonariensis, 
lavender, perennial wallflowers and marjoram are 
all magnets for butterflies. Other plants which 
attract them include hebes, Michaelmas daisies, 
cosmos, phlox, pinks and heleniums. 

Choose sunny, sheltered spots to plant nectar- 
rich flowers and try to provide flowers right 
through the butterfly season. Spring flowers are 
vital for butterflies coming out of hibernation while 


autumn flowers help butterflies build up their 
reserves for winter. 

UK butterflies rallied last summer following their 
worst year on record but numbers were still below 
average. 

Dr Tom Brereton, head of monitoring at Butterfly 
Conservation, says: "The recovery of butterflies 
in 2013 was highly welcome but there is still a 
long way to go before butterflies return to former 
glories. 

"Our ongoing monitoring efforts will be 
vital in assessing whether we are on track to 
reverse butterfly declines and rebuild a healthy 
countryside." 

The Big Butterfly Count runs from Saturday, July 
19 to Sunday, August 10. For information and 
help with identifying butterfly types visit www.

RIZEENA may head over to 
France in a bid to return to 
winning Group One ways 
following her fine effort in defeat 
at Newmarket’s July meeting. 

The Prix Rothschild at Deau¬ 
ville on August 3 is the next pos¬ 
sible port of call for the Clive Brit¬ 
tain-trained three-year-old filly 

Only the older Integral 
prevented her from adding the 
Falmouth Stakes to her success 
in last month’s Coronation Stakes 
at Royal Ascot. 

“She ran very well. Perhaps a 
stronger pace might have helped 
her but I think the winner was 
just too good for her on the day 
and is a progressive filly,” said 
Bruce Raymond, racing manager 
to owner Sheikh Rashid Dalmook 
A1 Maktoum. 

“Rizeena might stay in training 
as a four-year-old in which case 
she’d have every chance of doing 
better things. 

“The natural race for her would 
be the Rothschild. If it comes too 
soon for her I don’t know, we’ll 
see.” 

Meanwhile, Paddy Power’s 
finance director was no doubt on 
the phone to his boss again after 
Slade Power scored another big 
win to land the Darley July Cup 
spoils in the main event of the 
July Festival. 

Saddled by Wayne Fordan, the 
7-4 favourite lived up to his bill¬ 
ing as one of the best sprinters in 
the game as he stormed through 
in the final furlong to win the 
prestigious Group One race.

A Glorious Goodwood 
shot for star Integral 


SIR Michael Stoute was delighted to 
see Integral cope with soft ground 
as she claimed victory in the QIPCO 
Falmouth Stakes at Newmarket’s 
July Festival. 

The 15-8 favourite, ridden by 
Ryan Moore, came home two and 
three-quarter lengths ahead of 
another Newmarket-trained filly, 
Rizeena, and Peace Burg in the one- 
mile Group One race. 

Stoute, who missed out on a 10th 
victory in the Princess of Wales’s 
Stakes last Thursday, admitted 
there were worries over whether 
Integral would cope with the soft 
ground caused by heavy rain the 


day before and overnight. 

“She hasn’t been on this sort of 
ground before, so we were a bit 
concerned as we didn’t know if she 
would handle it,” said Stoute. 

“We didn’t contemplate not 
running her as we wanted to find 
out if she would.” 

Attention has already switched to 
the upcoming Glorious Goodwood 
festival, where Integral has an entry 
in the Sussex Stakes. 

“I don’t know if we will take on 
the colts but there are all the Group 
Ones and she is well entered up,” he 
said. 

Saeed bin Suroor is already 


setting his sights on the Goodwood 
Cup after Cavalryman made it a 
Newmarket victory in the Princess 
ofWales’s Boylesports.com Stakes. 

The Group Two feature race on 
the opening day of the July Festival 
saw jockey Silvestre de Sousa hold 
off challenges from Stoute’s Hillstar 
and Pether’s Moon to ride the eight- 
year-old to glory. 

Trainer bin Suroor is now 
targeting the upcoming race at 
Glorious Goodwood, where he will 
bid to repeat his triumph with Kayf 
Tara 15 years ago. 

“His best trip is a mile and six, but 
he goes on every ground and he has 


won over further, and won a Group 
One in France,” said bin Suroor. 

“His next race will be the 
Goodwood Cup and we’ll keep our 
options open for going back for 
another try at the Melbourne Cup.” 

Bin Suroor also felt the good to 
firm ground and wet conditions 
played into their hands 

“He can run on any ground 
anyway as he won on soft and firm 
in Dubai,” he said. 

“I think the ground conditions 
helped and the Goodwood Cup is 
the next test for him.” 

Bin Suroor and de Sousa followed 
it up with victory with Golden Town 


in the Spa at Bedford Lodge Hotel 
Mile. 

The Godolphin trainer also saw 
Winters Moon, saddled by Harry 
Bentley, win the Rossdales EBF 
Stallions Maiden Fillies’ Stakes. 
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
